peace Avithout annexations or in- 
demnities, on the basis of the right 
of all nations to dispose of them- 
selves, proclaiming at the same 
time, the Avatchword 
'whoever 
wishes for peace must prepare for 
war. ' 


Second, t h e a r m y pointing out t h a t 
the Russian soldiers have been fight- j 
ing hitherto u n d e r conditions infinitely ' 
worse than those of the alHes, that the ! 
Russian soldier h a s had to m a r c h al- 
most unprotected against the enemy's 
bullets a n d break with bare p.rms the 
barbed wire entaglements which t h e 
allies and t h e enemy pass freely a f t e r 
artillery preparation; declares that t h e 
Russian f r o n t must be provided with

T h a t is a n average of approx- 
imately 40 per cent, while usually t h e 
average is 70 per cent or more.

Board members are much impressed by 
the success of the plant for caring for 
garbage. 


Two chemical experts are in charge of 
the small reduction plant, which has been 
set up near the soap works. 
The minia- 
ture plant will care for one ton of gar- 
bage every hour. 
The waste is treated 
by chemicals wliich decompose the refuse. 
There is no odor from the garbage after 
the oflfal has entered the plant, city offi- 
cials say. 


The soap company managers offer to 
care for the city garbage free of charge 
if the refuse is brought to the plant, 
which they agree to build, board mem- 
bers say is the tentative proposal. 
The 
soap manufacturers would make their 
profit from removing grease from the 
garbage. 
The grease is used in the soap 
making.

Prisoners Are Tired of War 
aiid Tell Captors It 
Should Stop. 


London, May 19.—(Corresponil^noo 
of The Associated PreHS.)—"Frltc don't 
seem to have any eand in him these 
days; nothing like what they were at 
Yypres in 1915," said a private of the 
Canadian expeditionary force recently 
returned from the front in France. 
"One of them whom we captured along 
with a party that was making a real 
Hindenburg advance to the rear in 
double time said to me: 


"This war no good at all. 
We fin- 
ished. Why not stop?" 


"I told him his whole machine had 
to be smashed right up before there 
would be any stop, so far as we were 
concerned. 


"After that we went into a German 
dugout that turned'out to be a com- 
bined 
trench-mortar 
emplacement 
and munition store. It was very deep 
and had hardly been damaged at all. 
A sloping passage led up tP the em- 
placement, and below there were piles 
of mortar shells. We found the whole 
crew of the mortar hiding behind one 
of these piles and they surrendered at 
once. 
They could easily have blown 
US all to kingdom come." 


Other men wounded on the Arras 
battlefield tell similar incidents. 
A 
corporal of the Devons who was sniped 
on outpost duty when the 
Germans 
were being driven from a village near 
Croiselles said: 


"I think their snipers are about the 
best men they've got left, now, and 
even they throw up their han'ds direct- 
ly you get near them, and will only 
fight at rifle range, never with a chance 
of tasting the bayonet. I saw the cav- 
alry attacking that village; one of the 
finest sights I've seen. They came over 
a rise of ground, and galloped clean 
through a screen of whizz-bangs. They 
were great. 
It was fine to see them 
sweep through. - Our boys got up in 
time to take over the prisoners." 


A Canadian bomber, who was hit 
after several days of very strenuous 
fighting, said: 
"Just under the crest 
of Vimy Ridge, Fritz had a lot of ma- 
chine guns that he'd never used be- 
fore. 
He had kept their 
emplace- 
ments very carefully hidden. 
They 
held us up for a little bit, but it wasn't 
for long. 
That was where our rifle 
grenadiers 
came 
in. 
They 
lobbed 
bombs all over those Emma Gee em- 
placements for a bit, and then a Ca- 
nadian battalion went right through 
them and over; and that was the end 
of the Fritzs on the crest. 


"After I was hit and sent back I fell 
in with a party that was clearing dug- 
outs and stayed a bit with them. 
One 
queer thing I saw going back was four 
German machine guns in one place, all 
undamaged, and the four crews of the 
guns all stone dead, killed 
by 
our 
'sharp.' When I got to the dressing 
station at last I found a Fritz doctor in 
charge, with his whole staff, working 
away on our wounded like good 'uns." 


Another Canadian told of a double 
dugout which must have been either a 
battalion or a company headquarters. 
In the smaller division were four offi- 
cers with two orderlies making coffee 
for them; in the larger division open- 
ing, out of it, thirty-five officers and 
men. 
Not one of the whole lot was 
wounded, and all, including the four 
officers, surrendered without a mur- 
mur. 


"Making coffee, mind you!" said the 
Canadian. 
"My 
officer 
laughed. 
" Thereis a war on outside, gentle- 
men,' he said, but those Boche officers 
they only scowled; not a smile or a 
word from the bunch." 


The adjutant of a London regiment, 
whose shoulder had been broken, said: 
"The men were splendid in this show. 
But they have been from start to fin- 
ish; couldn't be better. 
But I think 
they are more highly skilled now than 
they ever were before. 
Apart from 
that, the two things that struck one 
most were the magnificent gunnery and 
the fine staff work. 
I had only been 
out five weeks when this show began. 
I was wounded last July. 
And I was 
immensely struck by our progress in 
tactics, staff work, and co-operation 
between the different arms. 
It really 
Is a wonderful machine now. The ac- 
ouraoy and precision of It all is amaz- 
ing."

Ck>yemment Seeks Men to 
Fill T7p Regulars and 
fitate Guards. 
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Waehington, May SO.—War depart- 
ment oliloUili Are pointing to the daily 
reoruU&ng flffures as proof anew that 
the volunteer «ystem again hae broken 
down in time of national emergency. 


Teiterday'0 regular army recruiting 
brought in 9,2887 men. making a total 
of 87,618 elnoe April 1. 
Xlllnola was 
flret with 800 and New York second 
with 296. 


But army officers declare that a 
great drive for volunteers to fill the 
army and national guard to the new 
war strength will be necessary unless 
there Is to be eerlous delay in organ- 
izing the newly authorized regiments. 
These, of course, are for the regular 
army and quite apQ,rt from the army 
to be raised by selective conscription. 


Enlistment Bolow Mark. 


Despite the fact that the nation Is at 
war and American regulars are under 
orders for t h e fighting front In Franco, 
less than 200,000 men have enlisted 
since April 1 In the regulars and na- 
tional guard. 


The present rate of 
enlistment— 
1,200 to 1,500 a day—officials say, must 
be Increased to 10,000 or 20,000 a day 
If the forces, which In all probability 
will be among the first to follow Major 
General Pershing's division to Elurope, 
are to go forward promptly. 
An ap- 
peal to the country from the president 
may be necessary to get the men. 


The national guard is in even worse 
situation. 
The present total strength 
of the forces is less than 200,000 and 
raised to a war footing, as has been 
ordered, should total 880,000. 
In ad- 
dition, the sixteen national guard di- 
vision plan, on which the war depart- 
ment is working, would require nearly 
as many more to fill necessary addi- 
tional regiments. 


Early Action Falls to Lure. 


The most striking fact in connection 
with the recruiting rate for the reg- 
ulars, officers say, is that even the an- 
nouncement 
that 
General 
Pershing 
would lead a division to France with- 
out delay failed utterly to stimulate 
enlistment. The daily average recruit- 
ing had dwindled steadily. 


If voluntary enlistment fails, despite 
the recruiting campaigns that are in 
prospect, the. only recourse will be to 
fill up the regulars and national guard 
with men selected for military service 
under the draft 


100,000 VOLUNTEERS NEEDED. 


New York, May 30.—Appealing for 
th eaid of the press and patriotic so- 
cieties In stimulating recruiting. Col- 
onel R. D. Walsh, in charge of recruit- 
ing «tations in the metropolitan dis- 
trict, called attention today to the fact 
that 100,000 men are needed for fifty- 
one new regular army regiments of in- 
fantry and artillery.

Naval Commander Abroad 
Reports on Attempt to 
Destroy Him. 


Washington, May 30.—The text of 
Vice Admiral Sims' brief report on the 
presence of advance information in 
Germany regarding 
the 
sailing of 
American destroyers to the war zone 
.was made public Ip^t night by Secre- 
tary Daniels. 
It was contained in a 
letter to the navy department, the 
secretary said, w^hlch was as follows: 
"An interesting feature in connec- 
tion with the arrival of the destroy- 
ers is the report that their sailing ap- 
peared in Berlin newspapers about 
four days before their arrival, and 
that one day before the arrival a field 
of mines was planted Immediately off 
the entrance of the port at which they 
arrived. 
These were the first mines 
planted in that vicinity during the 
previous three months." 


No Gnese on Source. 
In giving out the extract Mr. Dan- 
iels said the latter made no further 
reference to the matter, and the vice 
admiral "did not give any statement 
or speculation as to how Berlin ob- 
tains its information." 


The secretary also made public the 
following additional extract from the 
letter: 


"I am pleased to be able to report 
the excellent impression given by our 
ofticers, ships and men under their 
command. 
Our ships made no de- 
mands of consequence upon the fa- 
oilitles offered here In spite of 
the 
length of their passage under adverse 
conditions. 


Complimeated by Brltisi^ 
"The Commander, when questioned 
hy the admiral a« to when his ves- 
sels would be ready for duty, reported 
that he should be ready that night, 
a« soon as the ships were refueled. 
Thle was apparently

surprise to the admiralty, who then 
gave them four days before taking up 
active work.

They must lend to the government and take 
the government's bonds for their security. 
Better security does not exist than the bonds 
of the government of the United States. The 
whole wealth of a nation that is estimated to 
be worth two hundred and fifty billions of 
dollars is behind those bonds. That is guaran- 
tee enough for anybody, security enough for 
anybody who may pause to consider guar- 
antees and securities when his government 
needs his help. 


The millions of Americans who cannot go 
into the army to serve are offered opportunity 
for service by the liberty loan. Millions who 
are denied by circumstances and environment 
any great opportunity and in a large percent- 
age of cases any opportunity at all to partici- 
pate in the movement for increased production 
of food can find in the liberty loan bonds their 
readiest and best opportunities for national 
service. 
That is a service that the govern- 
ment cannot get along without and every man 
wiio renders that service will be doing a bit 
that is as necessary as any other service, 
whether on the battle lines or the high seas. 


Let the men everywhere take up the liberty 
loan. Millions of men can help the govern- 
ment in this way better than they can help in 
any other way.

The time for talking 
about it lias gone by and the time for yield- 
ing obedience to it has come. In good and 
ready spirit every patriotic American will re- 
spect and uphold that law and do Avhat he 
can to aid the government to get out of it the 
most that is needed. Lather-lipped agitators, 
enemy propagandists and the nondescript and 
miscellaneous assortments of objectors and 
obstructors who, without being themselves 
hostile are nevertheless aligned wdth the hos- 
tiles, that make up the whole crowd from 
KThich resistance to conscription may be cv- 
peeted ought to take admonition from their 
better judgment and cool, counsel from the 
times. The government of the United States 
will not be patient with interference and it 
will not be lenient toward those who inter- 
fere. 


It will be doubly a pity for Americans who 
permit themselves to make common cause with 
America's enemies, for they will suffer much 
without having appreciated their offense.

Only the young and strong—^the perfectly 
fit—can serve America on the firing line.

In seventy-nine 
different national 
cemeteries are buried the bodies of 
nearl> 300,000 soldiers who died dur- 
ing the civil wai% in some of them an 
army of over 10,000, nearly half 
of 
these graves being marked "Unknown." 
To the honor of these unknown dead 
it must not be omitted to speak a word 
on Memorial Day. 


Than to do them honor no worthier 
task could inspire tongue or pen. Their 
sacrifice was doubly memorable. 
To 
flght for a good cause and thereby re- 
ceive personal distinction and an en- 
viable place among the immortals is 
glorious. 
But these men fought, and, 
dying, lost to the world their individu- 
ality. 
Such sacrifice is worthy of the 
grandest eulogy. 


For three hundred years after the 
battle of Thermopylae every child in 
the schools of Greece was required to 
recite from memory the names of the 
martyrs who fell in the defense of that 
pa-ss. The names of our unknown dead 
are lost in oblivion. 
No voice of child 
or tongue o f orator will ever repeat 
them. 
No poet's pen will ever incor- 
porate them in immortal song. 
No 
sculptor will ever engrave them 
in 
bronze. 
They esteemed the cause for 
which they died of such worth as to 
sink for it into nameless graves. 
It 
were more satisfying to die at sea and 
be buried in the ocean if,, so dying 
one's name might be incorporated in 
the annals of sublime heroism. 
The 
bodies of these men were given back 
to mother earth nameless. Their graves 
will not be recognized by filial love. 
These feet of mine have made pil- 
grimages to graves of revolutionary an- 
cestors and to graves of ancestors who 
fought in the civil war aS to shrines 
where my heart could be stirred to 
greater patriotic devotion. 
But loving 
sons and daughters will not carry to 
the graves of these unknown dead the'r 
offerings of filial love. 
This fact ac- 
centuates their sacrifice. 


Every great cause demands the ser- 
vices of the obscure. 
In the Titanic 
disaster obscure men went to their 


graves in the hold of the ship. 
Four- 
teen-year-old pages, obeying orders, 
went to their death inside the cabins. 
Their names were not conspicuous in 
the public press. 
But when that trag- 
edy of the sea is named the heroism of 
undistinguished pages will not be for- 
gotten. Neither will the dying of these 
undistinguished and obscure men in 
the tragedy of our national history be 
in vain. 


The present conflict with Germany, 
if long continued, will doubtless call 
for similar sacrifices on the part of 
seme Americans. 
Mounds of 
earth 
and nameless markers only /nay re- 
main to tell the story of their dying. 
But the fields of France will be hal- 
lowed to us by their hei'oism. 
The 
ocean's vaults will be more precious 
if 
they 
should 
sink 
beneath 
its 
waters. 


Such sacrifice would proclaim onco 
more the exalted service of the ob- 
scure, which peace no less than war 
calls for. 
Not all deeds done in civic 
righteousness and 
social 
betterment 
rise to distinction. 
But the deed and 
the man deserve none the less on ac- 
count of the obscure nature of the 
service rendered. The unknown heroes 
of our war teach us the value of in- 
conspicuous service 
in the 
realm of 
every day citizenship. 
If they can die 
unknown and imknowable for their 
country, let it never be beneath us to 
render 
those 
common 
and 
often 
thankless tasks necessary to the gen- 
eral good that do not appear before 
the gaze of men. 


Unknown, heroic 
dead, 
we honor 
you. 
Loving hands will wx-eathe your 
graves. 
Your worthy deeds set the 
true value of obscui-e service. 
We 
will be more faithful where we labor, 
inconspicuous though our task may 
be. 
As you died for freedom, our 
lives we spend to spread it in the 
earth. 
As you lost your identity in 
death for man, so nobly lose we our- 
selves in passionate service for hu- 
manity.

FILMS SHOWN IN NEW 


STEREOSCOPIC PROCESS 


Louis B. Jcnninjc-s Gives Trade Show- 
ing in New York—SupcHor to 
Ordinar>' Method. 


Louis B. Jennings, president of the 
Standard Films Industries, Inc.. gave 
an advance trade showing at Wurlitzer 
Hall, New York, recently, of a newly- 
invented process of stereoscopic pho- 
tography. 
The showing consisted of a 
number of short scenes made from dis- 
carded 
negatives. 
These were 
first 
shown in the ordinary method of print- 
ing and then in the 
newly-invented 
stereoscopic method. 


The stereoscopic examples of the 
same scenes were noticeably superior 
to those printed under ordinary meth- 
ods. 
The prints were clearer, the fig- 
ures stood out from the background 
and the pictures contained great depth. 
This depth was especially noticeable 
in those scenes where there was plenty 
of action in the foreground as well as 
a,ction in the far distant background. 
Another noticeable feature was 
that 
the figures lost their seeming 
flatness 
and stood out in distinct relief. 


The pictures, were made on an or- 
dinary printing machine which 
has 
been adapted by the inventors to con- 
form to the requisites of their process 
and were made from ordinary nega- 
tive and printed on regular Eastman 
stock. 
The pictures are made by the 
aid of fine screens through 
special 
.«¡tereo-scopic lenses. 
The inventors of 
the liew process are Andrew J. Harte 
and p-rederick A. Tagland.

400 are 
suffering from measles, mumps, scar- 
let fever and other ailments. 


"The percentage of deaths from 


meningitis has been less than Is nor- 
mal In that disease." said Capt. Wm.

"Wo have had about seventy 


cases in the last nix months.

number there have been about thirty 
deaths. That Is an average of approx- 
imately 40 per cent, while usually the 
average Is 70 per cent or metre.

men here. This station was designed 
for 1.400 men and we now have 8.000.

East St. Louis, 111., May 30.—The 


second night of anti-negro' riots here 
reached its climax after three whites 
and two negroes had been wounded by 
bullets, several negroes beaten and half 
a dozen negro homes burned, then sub- 
sided suddenly and at midnight the 
city was comparatively quiet. 


Rioting started Monday night after 


a meeting of the city council at which 
labor leaders protested against the 
wholesale Importation of negro labor- 
ers into East St. Louis. 


Small mobs formed quickly last 


night but were soon dispersed. 
Dis- 


turbances began in the outlying dis- 
tricts and were confined to those sec- 
tions. 


Six companies of national guards- 


men under the command of Col. C. B. 
Clayton, 
Fourth 
Illinois 
infantry, 


formed a cordon about negro districts 
and dispersed groups of men wherever 
sighted, but as the lights had been shot, 
out small mobs formed and clashed 
with the negroes at frequent Intervals, 
despite their vigilance.

The minia- 
ture plant will care for one ton of gar- 
bage every hour. The waste is treated 
by chemicals which decompose the refuse. 
There in no odor from the garbage after 
the offal has entered the plant, city offi- 
ciate «vy. 
The eoap company managers offer to 


care for the city garbage free of charge 
if the refuse is brought to the plant, 
which they agree to build, board mem- 
bers say is the tentative proposal. The 
soap manufacturers would,make their 
profit from removing grease from the 
garbage. The grease is used in the wmp 
making.

NOT SOIL OF ZEAL 


Prisoners Are Tired of War 
i 


and Tell Oaptors It 


Should Stop. 


London, May 19. — (Correspondence 


of The Associated Prem.)— "Frltn don't 
seem to have any sand in him these 
days; nothing like what they were at 
Yypres in 1915," said a private of the 
Canadian expeditionary force recently 
returned from the front in France. 
"One of them whom we captured along 
with a party that wai making a real 
Hindenburg advance to the rear in 
double time said to me: 


"This war no good at all. We fin- 


ished. Why not stop?" 


"I told him his whole machine had 


to- be smashed right up before there 
would be any stop, so far as we were 
concerned. 


"After that we went Into a German 


dugout that turned out to be a com- 
bined 
trench-mortar 
emplacement 


and munition etore. It was very deep 
and had hardly been damaged at all. 
A sloping passage led up to the em- 
placement, fend below there were plies 
of mortar shells. We found the whole 
crew of the mortar hiding behind one 
of these piles and they surrendered at 
once. They could easily have blown 
us all to kingdom come." 


Other men wounded on the Arras 


battlefield tell similar incidents. A 
corporal of the Devons who was sniped 
on outpost duty when the German? 
were being driven from a village near 
Croiselles said: 


"I think their snipers are about the 


best men they've got left, now, and 
even they throw up their hands direct- 
ly you get near them, and will only 
fight at rifle range, never with a chance 
of tasting the bayonet. I saw the cav- 
alry attacking that village; one of the 
finest eights I've seen. They came over 
a rise of ground, and galloped clean 
through a screen of whizz-bangs. They 
were great It was fine to see them 
sweep through. 
Our boys got up In 


time to take over the prisoners." 


A Canadian bomber, who was hit 


after several days of very strenuous 
fighting, said: "Just under the creit 
of Vlmy Ridge, Fritz had a lot of ma- 
chine guns that he'd never used be- 
fore. 
He had kept their emplace- 


ments very carefully hidden. They 
held us up for a little bit. but it wasn't 
tor long. That was where our rifle 
grenadiers came In. 
They lobbed 


bombs all over those Emma Gee em- 
placements for a bit. and then a Ca- 
nadian battalion went right through 
them and over; and that was tho end 
of the Fritzs on the crest. 


"After I was hit and sent back I fell 


In with a party that was clearing dug- 
outs and stayed a bit with them. Ono 
Queer thing I saw going back was four 
Gorman machine guns In one place, all 
undamaged, and tho four crews of the 
guns all stone dead, killed by our 
'sharp-' When I got to tho dressing 
station at last I found a Fritz doctor In 
charge, with his whole staff, working 
away on our wounded like good 'uns." 


Another Canadian told of a double 


dugout which must havo baen either a 
battalion or a company headquarters. 
In the smaller division were four offi- 
cers with two orderlies making coffee 
for thorn; in tho larger division open- 
ing out of it, thirty-five officers and 
men. Not ono of tho whole lot waa 
wounded, and all, including the four 
officers, surrendered without a mur- 
mur."Making coffee, mind you!" aaid tho 
Canadian. 
"My 
officer 
laughed. 
" 'Therrfs a war on ouUlde, gentle- 
men,' ho said, but thoso Bocho officers 
they only scowled; not a smile Of a 
word from tho bunch." 


Tho adjutant of a London regiment, 


whose shoulder had been broken, said: 
"The men were splendid in this show. 
But they havo been from start to fin- 
ish; couldn't bo better. 
But I think 


they are more highly skilled now thap 
they ever wore before. 
Apart from 


that, tho two things that struck one 
most were tho magnificent gunnery and 
the fine staff work. I had only been 
out five weeks when this show began 
I was wounded last July. And I was 
Immensely struck by our progress In 
tactics, staff work, and co-operation 
between the different arms. It really 
Is a wonderful machine now. The ac- 
curacy and precision of it all la amaz- 
ing." 


Government Seeks Men to

ment officials are pointing to the dally 
recruiting figures as proof anew that 
ho volunteer system again has broken 
town in time of national emergency. 


Yesterday's regular army recruiting 


brought In Z.2887 men, making a total 
of 17,518 ilnco April 1. Illinois was 
Irst with 800 and Now York second 
with 295. 
But army officers declare that a 


great drive for volunteers to fill the 
army and national guard to tho new 
war strength will be necessary unless 
hero is to be serious delay In organ- 
zing the newly authorized regiments. 
These, of course, are /or tho regular 
army and quite apart from the army 
.0 be raised by selective conscription. 


Enlistment Below Mark. 


Despite the fact that the nation Is a< 


war and American regulars are under 
orders for the fighting front in Franco, 
esc than 200,000 men have enlisted 
since April 1 in the regulars and na- 
tional guard. 


The present rate of enlistment— 


1,200 to 1,500 a day—officials say, muet 
>e Increased to 10,000 or 20,000 a day 
f the forces, which in all probability 
will be among the first to follow Ma5o? 
General Pershing's division to Europe, 
are to go forward promptly. An ap- 
peal to the country from the president 
may be necessary to get the men. 


The national guard Is In e\-en worso 


situation. The present total strength 
of the forces is less than 200,000 and 
raised to a war footing, as has been 
ordered, should total 880.000. In ad- 
dition, the sixteen national guard di- 
vision plan, on which the war depart- 
ment is working, would require nearly 
as many more to fill necessary addi- 
tional regiments. 


Early Action Falls to Lnro. 


The most striking fact In connection 


with the recruiting rate for the reg- 
ulars, officers say, is that even the an- 
nouncement that General Fershlng 
would lead a division to France with- 
out delay failed utterly to stimulate 
enlistment. The dally average recruit- 
ing had dwindled steadily. 


If voluntary enlistment falls, despite 


the recruiting campaigns that are in 
prospect, the only recourse will bo to 
fill up the regulars and national guard 
with men selected for military service 
under the draft.

WILL FARE ILL WITH THEM, 


Inevitably it will fare ill with all who at- 


tempt to fight the operation of the conscrip- 
tion law. 
It should be borne in mind that the 


nation is at war and that conscription is a war 
measure with which the government can not 
for a moment tolerate any sort of interference. 
Those who set themselves against that law in 
any wise whatsoever will themselves be broken 


on the law. 


No other course can be set for the govern- 


ment in a time of peril than that all its mea- 
sures for defense of the nation shall be allow- 
ed to progress through untrammeled ways. If 


in time of danger the government can be 
flouted and obstructed and put under the heel 
of any man's i-iniU-mpt, government may very 
well put up tin- slnitti-rs and announce that 
it has gone out nf business. But the govern- 
ment is not going to l>«"\v its shoulders to 
Routings, it is not going to halt before obstruc- 
tions and it is not going to lie still under con- 
tempt. It has gone into this wir for the de- 
fense of the nation mid the support of tin- 
nation's dignity and rights. 
It will In- p u t - 


ling a high premium upon sorry days when 
.ever and wherever shall appear foolish, mis- 
guided or hostile miMi benl on \vluil is evil to 
the country. 


In a time like this all things must be molded 


to tho general 'good and 1h<> national security. 
To tha last lil'i: and the lasl dollar nil the re- 
sources of the country are answerable to the 
call of the government that the nation may be 
made safe. 
They arc few who do not hold 


themselves ready for the call and strong in 
spirit, for the answer. Those who stand apart, 
from the general consecration cannot, be made 
to feel differently, but they can be made to 
keep their voices pitched low and their hands 
off altogether. 


It is not a proposal that the country now 


has to deal with in the plan of selective con- 
scription. It is a law. 
The time for talking 


about it has gone by and the time for yield- 
ing obedience to it has come. In good and 
ready spirit every patriotic American will re- 
spect and uphold that law and do what he 
can to aid the government to get out of it the 
most that is needed. Lather-lippec1 agitators, 
enemy propagandists and the nondescript and 
miscellaneous assortments of objectors and 
obstruetors who, without being themselves 
hostile are nevertheless aligned with the hos- 
tiles, that make up the whole crowd from 
vliich resistance to conscription may be ex- 
pected ought to take admonition from their 
better judgment and cool counsel from the 
times. The government of the United States 
will not be patient with interference and i( 
will not be lenient toward those who inter- 
fere. 


It will be doubly a pity for Americans who 


permit themselves to make common cause with 
America's enemies, for they will suffer much 
without having appreciated their offense. 
It 


will iii multiplied instances be the case of 
"they know not what they do." 


man. or woman to make some sort of an invest- 
ment in them. 


Everybody can serve the government in this 


respect and it will be a patriotic service. The 
strong young men will go to the war, but those 
who remain at home must see to it that the 
men at the front are fed and clothed, and mu- 
nitioned and made as strong as all our re- 
sources are able to make them. Only money 
will assure this and the people have the money. 
They must lend to the government and take 
the government's bonds for their security. 
Better security does not exist thau the bonds 
of the government of the United States. The 
whole wealth of a nation that is estimated to 
be worth two hundred and fifty billions of 
dollars is behind those bonds. That is guaran- 
tee enough for 'anybody, security enough for 
anybody who may pause to consider guar- 
antees and securities when his government 
needs his help. 


The millions of Americans who cannot go 


into the army to serve are offered opportunity 
for service by the liberty loan. Millions who 
are denied by circumstances and environment 
any great opportunity and in a large percent- 
age of cases any opportunity at all to partici- 
pate in the movement for increased production 
of food can find in the liberty loan bonds their 
readiest and best opportunities for national 
service. That is a service that the govern- 
ment cannot get along without and every man 
who renders that service will be doing a bit 
that is as necessary as any other service, 
whether on the battle lines or the high seas. 


Let the men everywhere take up the liberty 


loan. Millions of men can help the govern- 
ment in this way better than they can help in 
any other way. 


THE DAY AND ITS SPIRIT. 


WHERE ALL CAN SERVE. 


Only the young and strong—the perfectly 


fit—can serve America on the firing line. To 
many a man who would willingly, even joy- 
ously, go to the front that high privilege of 
patriotism is denied. 
But there is a direct 


service as essential and vital as service with 
arms that it lies in the power of every work- 
ing American to render his government. 


The government might quite as well be with- 


out armies as without money. Indeed, with- 
out money there will be no armies. 
There 


must be ample funds with which the govern- 
ment can do the things necessary to the mak- 
ing of victorious \var. The government is to- 
day asking for money. It is issuing bonds up- 
on which to borrow money from the people. 
These bonds are coining in such denominations 
and are conditioned by such terms as that it 
is not beyond the reach of any well-employed, 


More than half century after the close of 


the American civil war there still survive 
more than a half million of its veterans to par- 
ticipate in the rites of this day, consecrated to 
the memory of those of the great armies of 
the union who have died. 


With a unity of spirit that today has a new 


and uncommon strength, the whole nation 
joins in reverence to the memory of the heroes 
who have gone to "the bivouac of the dead." 
The comrades who survive consult the "angel 
of the backward glance." 
Their memories 


bridge the long gap of years and again mix 
in the stirring times of that history which 


t hey so gloriously made. But to them the civil 
war is not history; it is experience that not 


••veil the lengthening span of years can serve 
lo make dim. They bore the burdens of the 
battle. They endured the, hardships of war. 
They met the red terror face to face on a hun- 
dred fields of death. 
To them these now 


I imcs of peril have a meaning that the younger 
generations cannot read. They know war and 
they know duty. There are better than a half 
million of them and that so many remain yet 
among us wore than fifty years after they 
were mustered out and the armies melted 
away into the ranks of the nation's peaceful 
citizenship tells an inspiring story of the stern 
stuff of which the heroes of those iron days 
were made. If we of this day shall prove as 
sturdy in onr strength and as steadfast in 
valor to fight and in the spirit to conquer, the 
great object for which we have gone into the 
world-welter can be in no doubt. 


These aged and grizzled men—all of them 


now beyond the three-score and ten of man's 
allotment—speak to us of a heroic day that is 
gone, but with inspiration for another heroic 
clay that has come. They went forth to do 
what had to be done. Faithfully and stout- 
ly they stuck through to the 
end, and 


neither quit nor thought of quitting until the 
task had been made a thoroughness. A pre- 
served and enduring union testifies to that. 


So, upon this day of old memories and new 


meanings, all join with the union veterans to 
pay tribute to the comrades who have gone. 
It is a good day for new jointures with duty 
and for high resolve that there shall be for 
the nation now the same consecration, the 
same "full measure of devotion," that these 
heroes of the last great war were glad and 
ready to give and gave. 


A CHANCE FOR THEM. 


Those who opposed selective conscription 


as unnecessary and a species of humiliation, 
have still an opportunity to prove their yet 
unproved case. The government wants one 
hundred thousand volunteers. Men are need- 
ed for both the regulars and the national 
guards to fill up regiments and to create new 
units that arc designed for early service in 
France with the Pcrshing expedition. Here 
is a fine opportunity for the anti-conscription- 
ists to make good and at the same time help. 
Let them bring in the volunteers. One out of 
every ton of the million men" who were to 
spring over night would do the business and 
enable the government to get promptly to the 
front, in France. Moreover, here appears to 
be a fine chance for those who would like to 
see early service abroad. One hundred thou- 
sand volunteers wanted. 


It is, in its simplest terms, that every male 


in the United States, between his twenty-first 
and thirty-first birthdays on June 5, 3917, 
must on that same June 5 register for army 
service. Your claims to exemption will be ex- 
amined later. But you must register.

In seventy-nine different national 


cemeteries are burled tho bodies of 
nearly 300.000 soldiers who died dur- 
ing the civil war. in some of them an 
army of over 10.000, nearly half ot 
hcso graves being marked "Unknown." 
To the honor of these unknown dead 
It must not be omitted to speak a word 
on Memorial Day. 


Than to do them honor no worthier 


task could inspire tongue or pen. Their 
sacrifice was doubly memorable. 
To 


fight for a good cause and thereby re- 
ceive personal distinction and an en- 
viable place among tho Immortals Is 
glorious. But these men fought, and. 
dying. lost to tho world their Individu- 
ality. Such sacrifice is worthy of tho 
grandest eulogy. 


For three hundred years after tho 


battle of Thermopylae ox*ery child In 
tho schools of Oreoce was required to 
recite from memory the names of the 
martyrs who fell In tho defense of that 
pass. Tho names ot our unknown dead 
arc lost in oblivion. No voice ot child 
or tongue of orator will ever repeat 
them. No poet's pen will over incor- 
porate them in immortal song. 
No 


sculptor will ever engrave them in 
bronze. They esteemed the cause for 
which they died of such worth as to 
sink for It into nameless graves. 
It 


were more satisfying to die at sea and 
be buried in tho ocean it., so dying 
one's name might be incorporated in 
the annals of sublime heroism. 
The 


bodies of these men were given back 
to mother earth nameless. Their graves 
will not be recognized by filial love. 
These feet of mine have made pil- 
grimages to Knives of revolutionary an- 
cestors .nnd to irravos of ancestors who 
fought in tho civil war as to shrines 
where my heart could be stirred u> 
greater liatriotic devotion. But loving 
sons and (laughters will not carry to 
the graves of these unknown dead the'r 
offerings of lilial love. This fact ac- 
centuates their sacrifice.

ada await the return of. Sir Robert 
Laird Borden, the premier, who is now 
in London attending the imperial con- 
ference. 
The demand in many sec- 


tions of the Dominion is now emphatic 
that the government Khali at once 
abandon its present policy of volun- 
tary service in Ihc army and that a 
system :>r selective draft, similar to if 
not identical with the plan adopted in 
the United States, shall be adopted. 
The premier and others in authority 
at Ottawa have been opposed to any 
form of compulsory army service, and 
the fact that hundreds of thousands 
ot loyal Canadians have volunteered 
for service beyond the seas has hereto- 
fore been their, answer to the propon- 
ents of any system of draft. 
But the 


lists of those witling to volunteer for 
service have been seriously deplted, 
and now, when the call for a large 
reserve force to relieve tho men who 
have been 
in 
the trenches for two 


years becomes insistent, the response 
is disappointing. 


Major General R. C. Mewburn, di- 


rector general of the Canadian defense 
force, has informed Ottawa officials 
as to the action taken at a conference 
of officers of military district No. 10, 
hcl;I recently in Winnipeg, when the 
government \vas urged to enforce the 
military act, with compulsory service, 
limited only as to a proper selection 
of the men taken. 


In some respects, possibly in every 


respect except in the allegiance which 
the people of Canada owe to the Brit- 
ish empire, Canadians have regarded 
tho war as from a great distance, much 
as it, has'been regarded by the people 
of the United States. It has not seemed 
to them an imminent peril. The peo- 
ple of the Dominion have given gener- 
ously and willingly and their sons have 
fought bravely and effectively. 
But 


to them there is now dawning the real- 
ization that, the hour has come for the 
supreme effort. 
No one who knows 


Canada and the Canadian people will 
fear that the results of this perception 
will be long delayed.

scure, which pence no less than war 
calls for. Not all deeds done in civic 
rlghleounncss and social betterment 
rise to distinction. But the deed and 
the man deserve none the less on ac- 
count of the obscure nature of the 
service rendered. The unknown heroes 
of our war teach us the value of in- 
conspicuous service in the realm of 
every day citizenship. If they can die 
unknown and unknowable for their 
country, let it never be beneath us to 
render 
those 
common 
and 
often 


thankless tasks necessary to the gen- 
eral good that do not appear before 
the gaze of men. 


Unknown, heroic dead, wo honor 


you. Loving hands will wreathe your 
graves. 
Your worthy deeds set the 


true value of obscure service. 
We 


will be more faithful where we labor, 
inconspicuous though our task may 
be. :As you died for freedom, our 
lives we spend to spread It in the 
earth. 
As you lost your identity in 


death for man, so nobly lose we our- 
selves in passionate service for hu- 
manity.

Ordinary Method. 


Louis B. Jenningn, president of the 


Stnndard Kllms Industries. Inc., gave 
nn advance trade showing at Wurlltzor 
Hall, New York, recently, of a newly- 
Invented process of stereoBcople pho- 
tography. Tho showing consisted of a 
number of short scones made from dis- 
carded negatives. 
These were first 


shown In tho ordinary method of print- 
Ing and then In the newly-Invented 
stereoscopic method. 


The stereoscopic exampltl Of th« 


name scenes were noticeably iu par lor 
to those printed under ordinary meth- 
ods. The prints were clearer, the fig- 
ures stood out from the background 
and the pictures contained great depth. 
This depth was especially noticeable 
In those scenes where there was plenty 
of action in the foreground as well as 
action in tho far distant background. 
Another noticeable feature was that 
the figures lost their seeming flatness 
and stood out In distinct relief. 


The pictures were made on an or- 


dinary printing machine which has 
been adapted by the inventors to con- 
form to the requisites of their process 
and were made from ordinary nega- 
tive and printed on regular Eastman 
stock. The pictures are made by the 
aid of fine screens through 
special 


stereoscopic lenses. The Inventors of 
the new process are Andrew J. Harte 
and Frederick A. Tagland.
